REVISION MADE 
’ IN CONSOLIDATION 
PLAN OF GOVERNOR

Jefferson City, Feb. 21.—The ad­ 
ministration consolidation program 
was being revised today to meet 
objections of the republican state 
elective officers. 
The changes affecting tho budget 
and public works measure 
were 
agreed upon Saturday at a 
con­ 
ference between 
Governor 
Hyde 
and the elective officers. 
Governor Hyde said today: “Ev­ 
erything 
the 
elective 
officers 
cherish is to be restored under the 
revision. The proposed department 
of public works will be changed to 
a building commission. 
it 
was 
agreed. 
Members of the commis­ 
sion will receive no salary.” 
The high wav commission is to 
remain separate and the secretary 
of state is to continue collection of 
motor car licenses instead of plac­ 
ing that duty lintier jh e highway 
board. 
As originally planned the 
highway board was to be a depart­ 
ment tinder the public works com­ 
missioner. 
The elective officers will con­ 
tinue to constitute the board 
of 
permanent seat of government for 
which they receive $750 each.” The 
building commission now proposed 
is merely to supervise expenditure 
of appropriations to state institu­ 
tions ami Establish priority of ex­ 
penditures according to needs. 
The duties of the budget depart­ 
ment 
will 
include 
the 
present 
powers of the present tax commis­ 
sion and authority to send investi­ 
gators into state departm ents aud 
institutions to check up 
expendi­ 
tures and contracts.

The plan of centralized purchas­ 
ing for the state under the budget 
departm ent is to be abandoned. 
Governor Hyde said today several 
of the proposed consolidation plans 
had to be discarded largely on ac­ 
count of conflict with the 
state 
constitution.

THE PRESIDENT’S BOOK. 


It is good news that the president is 


preparing to get to work on his book 
as soon as he goes out of office. That 
is the next great task which lies be­ 
fore him, and it is not the least im­ 
portant of the labors wrhieh he has un­ 
dertaken in his career. 
He has1 been 
a principal actor in one of the great­ 
est dramas of human history and he 
has accomplished many mighty things 
and has struggled ably and valiantly 
towards still loftier heights of achive- 
ment the 
attainm ent 
of which was 
made impossible at last because of the 
malice of some and the blindness of 
others. It is possible, indeed it is prob­ 
able, that the book which hetwill write 
about the Peace Conference in yrhich 
he played so great a part will become 
in time an important factor for the en­ 
lightenment of those whose blindness 
prevented the great cosummation for 
which the president strove, and in this 
way it may help powerfully to bring 
the nations at some later time to the 
goal to which he tried Gainly to lead 
them. 
/ 
It is hardly likely that the recent 
announcement of a book by form er 
Secretary of State 
Lansing has any­ 
thing to do with the present announce­ 
ment of the president’s purpose. 
If 
has long been understood that Mr. 
Wilson would tell the story ©of the 
Peace Conference after his relinquish- 
^ment of the presidency. 
It is certain­ 
ly true, however, that the publication 
of Mr. Lansing’s book, which jvill be 
given to the public the day after the 
president leaves office, makes it all 
/h e more necessary that* Mr, Wilson 
prepare his account of the Peace Con­ 
ference without undue delay. 
It is 
known that Mr. Lansing’s book will 
criticize sharply some of the policies 
and decisions of the president at Paris, 
and of course due weight should be, 
and will be, given to the views of the 
form er secretary of state. 
But it is 
right and necessary, 
too, 
that the 
president be heard 
regarding these 
m atters; and since the questions at is­ 
sue are, in many cases of the utmost 
importance and have a direct bearing 
on the policies of this nation and of 
other nations, it is essential that all 
sides of the controversy be made plain 
as early as possible.

pressions prove 
that there is some­ 
thing radically wrong with the disar­ 
mament movement as it has developed 
so far. 
Instead of accomplishing a 
good purpose, it is doing harm. 
For 
instance it is bringing from the heads 
of the American and Japanese navies 
utterances like those printed above__ 
utterances which make for war. 
This makes it all the more impor­ 
tant that the forces which are working 
for disarmajnent 
bestir 
themselves. 
They have started something which is 
now working incalculable evil, though 
it was designed to bring about imme­ 
asurable good. 
Clearlyr a false start 
has been made. The thing to do is to 
correct the blunder and start afresh 
in the right direction with all possible 
dispatch. The way to do that is to fol­ 
low the wise advice of Mr. Root the 
other day— stop 
all 
this 
piddling 
about with Borah resolutions which 
ignore the very fundamentals of world 
peace and disarmament and, after the 
new administration takes office, take 
up the problem soberly7 and systemati­ 
cally and with comprehension of what 
it involves.

be put into good tflp for cattle, and 
turning green grass of the prairie 
into a ‘scrawny covering for their 
bones which hardly make even 
a 
decent meal for an Indian. 
The cattlemen have tried to buy 
them, but the Indians wouldn’t lis­ 
ten. 
The government, through A. 
H. Symonds. Indian agent, offered 
to purchase them at about. $6 a 
head, invest the money into cattle 
and save the meat from the horses, 
giving it back to the indians ‘ tor 
winter food. 
But the Indians would have none 
of it. 
The horses 
are * worthless, 
even for hides. They cannot be do­ 
mesticated and the meat isn’t much 
ot a delicacy, but the Indians insist 
On their age 
old 
prerogative 
to 
h$ve their herds out on the open 
prairie even as their fathers ©did. 
Th% Indians also have about 2.000 
wrild burros which they say they 
will keep.' 
“And when an Indian makes up 
his 
mind,” 
Mr. 
Symonds 
says, 
“you’ve got to have patience to get 
him to change it. Tfcey are proud 
of the horses and burros for tome 
reason and although some of their 
leaders have tried to persuade them 
to accept the offers made, so far 
they have refused to sell.” 
Sometimes in the isolated moun­ 
tain canons horses are found run­ 
ning loose, but while these might 
be termed wild, they usually belong 
to some rancher who has let them 
run loose. 
Wild burros 
are 
fre­ 
quent in various parts of ArizoA 
and occasionally are found in Utah. 
But the old wild horse herds of the 
mountain 
plateau 
regions 
have 
gone, probably forever.

Washington, Feb. 21.—Accidents 
take the lives every year of 20,000 
children up to the age of 14 years 
the Red Cross disclosed in a tabu­ 
lation. It shows that 167 out of ev­ 
ery 1,000 child deaths between the 
ages of 5 and 9 years' are due? to 
accidents, while between IO and ll 
years the ratio is 177 to the thous­ 
and. 
Statistics for 1917 showed more 
deaths from accidents than epidem­ 
ic diseases among children.

ROTATION OF (HOPS 
WILL IMPROVE LAND 
Columbia. *Mo., Feb. 
21.—Crop 
rotation 
experiments 
that 
have 
been carried on by the college of 
agriculture of the state university 
for a period of thirty years have 
furnished some valuable data ac­ 
cording to a bulletin recently is­ 
sued by the college. 
Oats, wheat 
and clover has been proved the 
best rotation system while the con­ 
tinuous planting of oats is regard­ 
ed as the least advisable. 
One fact that has been discover­ 
ed through the experiments is that 
corn and wheat rotated will pro­ 
duce yields almost as great as if 
either crop were planted continu­ 
ously on a heavily manured field. 
Application of fertilizer to land has 
been proven to maintain the fer­ 
tility of the soil as well, or at least 
almost as well, as rotation. 
W eather is a very important fac­ 
tor in crop rotation and production 
and because of its variation in Mis­ 
souri. the experiments were not 
considered complete until recent­ 
ly. A long series of averages over­ 
come the weather factor to 
a 
great extent. 
The experiments have been con­ 
ducted on thirty-nine 
plots 
with 
f ach plot operated independently. 
Siich crops as corn, wheat, oats, 
timothy, clover and rough forage 
feeds arc planted. On some of the 
plots the same crop is planted re­ 
peatedly to determine the decrease 
in productiveness of the soil under 
this system. 
According to Prof. M. F. Miller 
of the soils department of the col­ 
lege, another point settled by the 
experiments is that the soil will 
not lose any of its productiveness 
if some system of rotation is em­ 
ployed together 
with 
systematic 
fertilizing.
